American  Legion  Auxiliary  Woman  of  the 
Year.  She  teaches  communication  arts 
courses  at  Wartburg  and  writes  the  narration 
for  Christmas  with  Wartburg.

Labor  of  Love 

Librarian's  vacation  leads  to  'pilgrim  colony'

Where  does  a librarian,  especially  a librarian 
who  is  the  information  literacy  coordinator  and 
assistant  Wartburg  College  archivist,  go  on 
vacation?  Naturally,  to  his  children’s  dismay,  the 
librarian  takes  his  family  to  research  Wartburg 
College  history.  If  nothing  else,  it  is  a good  excuse 
to  wear  orange  in  different  states  and  countries. 

After  reading  Albert  Llewellyn  Hock’s  excellent 
book.  The  Pilgrim  Colony:  the  History  of  Saint 
Sehald  Congregation,  the  Wo  Wartburgs,  and  the 
Synods  of  Iowa  and  Missouri  last  fall,  I had  a greater 
appreciation  of  the  connection  Frankenmuth, 
Mich.,  had  to  Wartburg  College. 

Wartburg’s  connection  to  Saginaw,  Mich.,  as 
the  first  site  of  the  college  in  1852  is  well  known. 
Frankenmuth  is  a short  drive  from  Saginaw,  Mich., 
and  there  is  a downtown  memorial  to  the  town’s 
founder,  Wilhelm  Lohe,  the  same  German 
Lutheran  pastor  who  founded  Wartburg  College. 

My  wife  and  I traveled  to  Frankenmuth  before, 
but  after  reading  Hock’s  book,  we  wondered  why 
the  two  Lohe  institutions  did  little  to  acknowledge 
each  other.  Our  family  vacation  in  June  would 


already  take  us  to  Toronto,  and  Ottawa,  Canada. 
With  the  new  Lake  Express  Ferry  between 
Milwaukee,  and  Muskegan,  Mich.,  we  could  easily 
catch  a Brewers  baseball  game,  take  the  ferry  for  an 
easy  drive  to  Frankenmuth  and  avoid  driving 
around  Chicago.  For  the  Schroeders,  this  was  a 
no-brainer. 

The  best  way  to  describe  modern  day 
Frankenmuth  is  that  it  is  Michigan’s  version  of 
Iowa’s  Amana  Colonies.  Most  people  visit 
Frankenmuth  to  shop,  play  golf  and  eat  obscene 
quantities  of  food,  most  notably  chicken  dinners  at 
the  two  largest  restaurants.  Frankenmuth  is  also 
famous  for  Bronner’s  Christmas  Wonderland, 
which  bills  itself  as  the  world’s  largest  Christmas 
store,  complete  with  a replica  of  the  Austrian 
chapel  where  Silent  Night,  Holy  Night  was 
performed  for  the  first  time. 

The  Bavarian  Festival  in  June  is  also  a 
Frankenmuth  institution.  Some  of  the  biggest 
names  in  German  pop  culture  travel  to  Michigan 
to  take  part.

The  Neuendettelsau  emigrants 
carried  the  bells  with  them  from  Franconia  to  Michigan.  Visitors  are  encouraged  to  ring  the  bells  as  long  as  there  is  no  service  going  on  across  the 
street  at  St.  Lorenz. 


The  festival,  however,  nor  the  food, 
nor  the  Christmas  store  was  not  why  the 
Schroeders  were  in  Frankenmuth  last 
summer. 

Seven  years  before  Lohe  established 
the  school  in  Saginaw  that  would 
become  Wartburg  College,  he  sent 
settlers  from  the  Franconia  (Franken) 
region,  near  Neuendettelsau,  to  found  a 
new  village  called  Frankenmuth,  or 
“courage  of  the  Franks.”  The  village 
grew  quickly,  and  Lohe  was  encouraged 
to  statt  another  settlement  between 
Frankenmuth  and  Saginaw  called 
Frankentrost — “the  consolation  of  the 
Franks.”  Frankenlust — “the  joy  of  the 
Franks”  and  Frankenhilf — “the  help  of 
the  Franks”  followed. 

In  short,  Lohe’s  villages  were 
grouped  in  the  same  way  as  the  Amana 
Colonies.  In  fact,  if  one  travels  to 
Bavatia,  clusters  of  farming  villages  like 
the  Frankens  and  the  Amanas  are  the 
norm.  Lohe  and  his  followers  used  a 
pattern  that  was  familiar  to  them  in 
Franconia. 

The  most  interesting  story  comes 
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from  Frankenhilf,  especially  in  light  of 
Wartburg’s  commitment  to  a strong 
social  work  department.  The  law  in 
Bavaria,  where  Franconia  is  located,  was 
that  a sum  of  money  was  required  before 
a couple  could  marry.  The  money  was 
beyond  the  reach  of  most  small  farmers. 

Couples  “lived  in  sin”  rather  than  pay 
fot  the  marriage  license  they  could  not 
afford.  Lohe  raised  money  for  these 
common-law  families  to  immigrate  to 
the  United  States,  provided  they  were 
married  in  the  eyes  of  God  once  they 
arrived.  The  families  that  took  up  Lohe’s 
offer  settled  in  Frankenhilf  It  was  the 
poorest  of  the  settlements  but  was 
helped  by  the  other  villages  until  the 
farmers  could  make  their  own  living.  It 
is  interesting  that  when  Georg 
Grossmann  and  the  Saginaw  school  split 
from  the  Missouri  Synod  churches  in 
Frankenmuth,  he  received  his  strongest 
support  from  the  villagers  of 
Frankenhilf 

The  reasons  for  the  split  between 
Lohe  and  his  American  settlements  are 
best  explained  by  FTock  and  the  history 


by  Dr.  Ronald  Matthias  ’54,  Still  on  the 
Move:  Wartburg  College  1852-2002. 
Herman  Zehnder’s  book.  Teach  My 
People  the  Truth:  The  Story  of 
Frankenmuth,  Michigan,  tells  the  story 
from  the  Missouri  Synod  point  of  view. 
Zehnder  devotes  several  chapters  to 
Lohe,  Grossmann  and  the  church  split.  I 
picked  up  a copy  to  add  to  the  Vogel 
Library  collection  despite  the  authors 
less  than  flattering  analysis  of  Lohe’s 
theology. 

Ironically,  the  main  reason  for  the 
split  was  the  school  in  Saginaw,  which 
would  become  Wartburg  Gollege.  Lohe 
refused  to  turn  over  control  of  the 
school  to  the  Missouri  Synod  because  of 
doctrinal  differences.  Grossmann,  as 
Lohe’s  representative,  became  the  bad 
guy,  even  to  the  point  of  being  called  the 
Antichrist  by  a local  preacher  of  the 
time. 

Both  sides  dug  in,  and  one  year  later, 
Grossmann  moved  the  students  and  the 
school  temporarily  to  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

With  the  exception  of  Frankenmuth, 
there  is  not  much  left  of  the  other 


villages.  Frankenlust  is  now  a subdivision  of 
Saginaw.  Frankentrost  is  a wide  spot  in  the  road 
with  a church,  and  Frankenhilf  changed  its 
name  to  Richville  to  avoid  sounding  too 
German  during  World  War  I.  The  churches 
founded  by  Lohe,  however,  are  still  there. 

Despite  the  split,  all  of  the  churches  either 
have  a stained  glass  window  featuring  Lohe  or 
his  portrait  hanging  in  the  church. 

Frankenmuth  has  a Lohe  Road  near  the 
church.  Across  the  road  from  the  Lutheran 
Church  is  small  exhibit  of  the  original  church 
bells  cast  for  Lohe’s  settlers  in  Niirnberg, 
Germany,  and  brought  across  the  ocean  for  their 
new  church.  There  is  also  a small  museum  with 
furniture  and  artifacts  that  the  intrepid  Franks 
brought  to  America  to  start  a new  life. 

Unfailingly,  church  employees  were  very 
friendly  and  loved  to  talk  at  some  length  about 
our  common  Lohe  heritage,  much  to  the 
chagrin  of  my  12-year-old  twin  boys  (who  made 
me  promise  not  to  take  them  into  another 
church  for  the  rest  of  the  trip) . Most  knew  of 
their  debt  to  Lohe,  but  most  were  unaware  of 
the  college  in  Iowa  that  shared  their  heritage. 
Wartburg  College,  it  seems,  has  been  wiped 
from  the  history  book  of  the  Missouri  Synod 
churches  in  Michigan. 

Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that  during  our 
stop  in  Stratford,  Ontario,  to  attend  Much  Ado 
About  Nothing  at  the  Shakespeare  Festival,  my 
wife,  Lenore  ’83,  noted  a small  town  less  than 
10  kilometers  away  called  “Wartburg.”  We  drove 
there  the  next  day  just  to  see  what  Wartburg 
looks  like  in  Canada. 

The  answer  is  “not  much.”  Again,  a very 
small  town  with  a church  (we  did  not  go  in,  as 
promised  to  Nikolaus  and  Lukas),  a handful  of 
houses,  a school,  and,  oddly,  a carpet  store.  Just 
outside  Wartburg,  Ontario,  was  the  famous 
Wartburg  Botanical  Gardens.  It  was  once  a 
tourist  stop  for  travelers  who  wished  to  see 
formal  gardens  on  their  way  to  Ontario. 

The  son  who  took  over  the  business  has  let 
the  gardens  deliberately  grow  wild  with  the 
native  plants  of  southern  Ontario,  although  he  is 
developing  a special  breed  of  lupines. 

Sadly,  they  are  not  orange,  but  a deep 
purple.  I’ve  been  promised  the  opportunity  to 
buy  some  seeds,  but  I am  not  confident  he  will 
remember.  Still,  it  is  worth  the  effort  for  a 
Wartburg  librarian  to  possibly  plant  a garden  of 
Wartburg  lupines.

Solidifying 

a legacy 

Wartburg  faculty,  staff  complete  study 
tour  of  Luther's,  Wartburg's  roots

It  was  the  field  trip  of  a lifetime. 

In  late  July,  a group  of  20  Wartburg 
professors  and  administrators  left  campus  for 
Germany.  There,  they  delved  into  an 
intensive  study  of  the  Lutheran  heritage  in 
education  and  social  service. 

The  trip  was  funded  by  the  college’s 
Discovering  and  Claiming  Our  Callings 
Initiative. 

After  arriving  in  Berlin,  the  group  visited 
Wittenberg.  In  1517,  Martin  Luther  thrust 
the  former  university  town  into  the 
international  spotlight,  when  he  was 
supposed  to  have  tacked  his  grievances 
against  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  to  the 
door  of  the  Wittenberg  Castle  Church  door. 

The  group  went  on  to  Eisenach,  home 
of  the  Wartburg  Castle,  the  college’s 
namesake. 

Participants  also  toured  Buchenwald,  a 
concentration  camp  near  Munich. 

The  trip  concluded  in  Neuendettelsau, 
Bavaria.  There,  faculty  and  staff  learned 
firsthand  about  the  life  and  legacy  of  the 
Rev.  Wilhelm  Lohe,  co-founder  of  Wartburg 
College. 

“The  intent  is  to  reflect  on  how  that 
heritage  might  better  inform  our  own 
vocations  as  educators  and  active  citizens,” 
says  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kathryn  Kleinhans, 
professor  of  religion  and  trip  coordinator. 

Kleinhans  is  a theologian  and  Luther 
expert.  She  didn’t  offer  a sightseeing  tour; 
trip  preparation  required  a healthy  reading 


list.  Once  in  Germany,  stalL  and  faculty 
participated  in  on-site  seminars  and  in- 
depth  discussions. 

“The  goal  was  to  introduce  participants 
to  the  Lutheran  heritage  in  an  effort  to 
prompt  both  personal  and  corporate 
reflection  for  each  of  the  participants  as 
individuals  as  well  as  for  the  college 
collectively,”  Kleinhans  says. 

As  a college  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  Wartburg  ties  its 
philosophy  to  faith  and  service,  professing  a 
mission  to  “challenge  and  nurture  students 
for  lives  of  leadership  and  service.” 

The  seminar  offered  a firsthand  look  at 
the  historical  sites  of  Martin  Luther’s 
ministry.  Called  “the  Father  of  the  Protestant 
Reformation,”  Luther  was  a 16th-century 
Augustine  monk  whose  ministry  in 
Germany’s  Saxony  region  raged  across 
Europe. 

The  group  also  learned  about  Luther’s 
contemporary  and  colleague,  Philip 
Melanchthon,  and  studied  Lutheran  roots  in 
social  ministry. 

Despite  the  focus  on  Lutheran  heritage, 
the  participants’  backgrounds  are  varied. 
Among  the  religious  backgrounds 
represented  were  Catholic,  Christian,  ELCA 
members  and  former  Lutheran  Church- 
Missouri  Synod  members.

I explained  the  wonders  of  my  trip  to  Germany,  and  he  was  intrigued 
by  recent  political  and  social  events.  Our  group  was  impressed  by  the  work 
he  began  in  the  mid- 1800s  in  such  a small  village  in  Bavaria.  We  had 
discussed  how  such  a promising  pastor  was  somewhat  ‘condemned’  by 
church  leadership  to  a small,  unknown  area.  Lohe  patiently  reminded  me 
of  the  birth  of  Jesus  and  our  savior’s  humble  beginning. 

Luther  and  other  leaders  of  reform  didn’t  know  they  were  making  big 
changes  in  the  world  when  they  were  speaking  out  in  the  1500s.  Lohe 
ministered  to  farmers  in  a very  small  town  in  Bavaria  in  1837,  and  he 
didn’t  know  then  that  we  would  speak  of  him  in  2006 at  Wartburg  College.

It’s  quaint  and  beautiful,  but 
more  importantly,  the  adage  of  serving  your  neighbor  is  being  lived  out  on  a 
daily  basis.  It  is  possible  in  our  modern  world  to  actually  ‘walk  the  talk,  ’ 
which  I found  refreshing  and  invigorating.

Visiting  Neuendettelsau  and  seeing  the  place  where  Wilhelm  Lohe 
lived,  preached  and  served  others  was  the  most  touching  experience  for  me. 
Realizing  the  disappointment  Lohe  felt  when  transferred  to  Neuendettelsau 
and  experiencing  what  he  was  able  to  accomplish  in  his  lifetime  and 
beyond  was  amazing.  It  was  surprising  to  discover  Lohe  sent  out  over  300 
young  pastors  to  work,  teach  and  preach  beyond  the  confines  of 
Neuendettelsau,  Germany,  and  Europe.  Before  visiting  this  lively 
community,  I had  no  idea  the  extent  ofLohe’s  legacy.  Visiting  the  Diakonie 
and  having  the  opportunity  to  share  ideas  with  Dr.  Horst  Becker  and  other 
Diakonie  officials  gave  me  a stronger  insight  into  the  length  and  breadth  of 
Lutheran  service  to  others.  Our  visit  there  was  truly  inspiring. 

Putting  all  these  powerful  experiences  together  gave  me  a much  clearer 
picture  of  who  we  are  as  part  of  a college  of  the  Lutheran  church.  Building 
on  Martin  Luther’s  foundation  of  courage  and  vision,  exploring  Wartburg 
Castle  and  its  legacy  and  visiting  Neuendettelsau  with  its  tremendous 
service  to  others  have  given  me  a new  sense  of  direction  personally  as  well  as 
professionally.  As  a development  officer,  my  goal  is  to  build  relationships 
with  our  constituents  and  bridge  them  back  to  the  college.  Those 
relationships  help  strengthen  the  college  through  funding,  internships, 
classroom  consulting  and  recruiting.  Learning  about  the  powerful  legacy 
and  history  that  formed  Wartburg  College  has  enriched  and  deepened  my 
faith  and  sense  of  service  and  broadened  my  understanding  of  what  it 
means  to  be  a Lutheran.

Weve  ail  heard  the  ‘lecture  about  Wilhelm  Lohe  sending  Ceorg 
Grossmann  to  provide  for  the  educational  needs  of  the  American 
Midwest  immigrant  population.

Although  weve  heard  the  words  over  and  over  again,  the  deeper 
meaning  of  Lobes  vision  isnt  felt  by  many  on  our  campus.  However, 
after  actually  seeing  the  results  of  Lobes  work  in  Neuendettelsau,  it 
becomes  impossible  not  to  feel  or  sense  the  rok  service  to  society  plays 
in  everything  we  do.  This  isn’t  a case  of 'seeing  is  believing,’  I 
believed  before.  I just  didn’t fully  comprehend  the  richness  or  depth 
of  what  was  being  voiced.  . . . Because  of  our  experiences  in 
Germany  it  should  now  be  our  responsibility  to  work  to  develop 
that  level  of  comprehension  among  others. 

While  Lobe  is,  in  many  ways,  responsible  for  Wartburg  College’s 
existence,  Luthers  work  provides  the  reasons  why  we’re  here,  / view 
Luther  as  the  ultimate  educator,  and  because  education  was  his 
vision,  he  became  the  reformer.  Regardless  of  whether  we  consider  his 
‘posting’  of  the  95  Theses,  work  translating  the  New  Testament  into 
the  ‘common’  language ...  or  his  writings  on  vocation,  his  single 
purpose  always  seemed  to  be  preparing  peoplelstudents  to  fit  into  a 
larger  society  so  they  would  be  able  to  serve  others.

Senior  writes  book 
while  at  Wartburg  West

As  the  Wartburg  West  program 
celebrates  its  20th  year,  students 
continue  to  acknov/ledge  the 
Denver,  Colo.-based  internship 
experience  as  an  “opportunity  of  a 
lifetime.” 

Matt  Popowoski  ’07  of  Garner, 
Iowa,  fulfilled  a long-held  dream 
while  enrolled  in  the  program;  he 
wrote  his  first  book,  Denver  Metro 
and  The  Front  Range. 

The  book  contains  various 
entertainment,  food  and 
recreational  opportunities  in  the 
Denver  metro  area.  It  also  lists  dates 
of  importance,  appropriate  clothing 
attire,  prices,  hot  spots  and  other 
information. 

Popowoski  had  an  interest  in 
seeing  other  parts  of  the  United 
States  and  applied  to  Wartburg 
West  because  many  of  his  family 
members  were  traveling  through 
either  study  abroad  or  vacation. 

As  a writing  major,  Popowoski 
wasn’t  sure  he  would  find  the  right 
internship.  He  sought  internships 
outside  Wartburg  West,  too,  as 
students  are  encouraged  to  do  by 
the  Revs.  Nelson  and  Bonita  Bock, 
program  co-directors. 

Doing  so  helped  Popowoski 
strike  gold.  Ric  Simmons,  president 
of  Life  Vest  Publishing,  had  entered 
his  fifth  year  in  publishing,  w'orking 
with  more  than  100  U.S.  authors. 
Simmons  had  alv/ays  v/anted  to 
publish  an  in-house  book  for 
Denver  couples  that  wanted  dining 
and  entertainment  information. 

Popowoski  was  the  kind  of 
student  Simmons  needed.  After 
arriving  in  January,  he  and 
Simmons  planned  out  a schedule 
and  duties  and  began  the  research. 


The  goal  was  to  compile  a list  of 
500  things  to  do  in  the  Denver 
area.  Popowoski  had  eight  weeks  to 
research  and  write  the  book. 

‘*I  had  no  idea  of  what  I would 
be  doing  vi'-hen  I first  got  there,” 
said  Popov/oski.  “I  was  really 
excited  (about  the  book)  at  first  but 
also  realized  it  was  going  to  be  a lot 
of  work.  I knew  I would  need  to 
stay  on  schedule  since  I only  had 
until  the  end  of  April.” 

Popowoski  said  his  work 
mainly  involved  Internet  research 
on  restaurants,  clubs  and 
entertainment,  but  he  occasionally 
visited  the  places  in  his  book  with 
other  Wartburg  West  students. 

Included  among  the  449  things 
to  do  are  various  nightclubs, 
amusement  parks,  myriad  ethnic 
restaurants,  museums,  ice  rinks, 
bowling  alleys  and  festivals  of  all 
kinds. 

The  book  will  be  released  in 
November  2007,  and  Simmons 
plans  to  publish  an  initial  run  of 
about  3,000  copies. 

Popowoski,  a Trumpet  cSxm 
and  Wartburg  writing  lab 
consultant,  credits  the  Wartburg 
faculty — particularly  Dr.  Paul 
Hedeen,  professor  of  English— with 
preparing  him  for  the  experience. 

“(My  family)  loves  to  write,” 
Popowoski  said.  “We’ve  all  dreamed 
of  writing  a book,  and  I decided 
when  I went  to  college  I was  going 
to  go  after  that  dream.  Once  I 
found  out  it  was  possible,  I was 
going  to  get  it  done.  Now  that  I 
have  my  dream,  I’m  going  to  give 
myself  and  my  family  to  this 
career.”

Wartburg  hosted  an  American 
language  and  culture  program  in 
July  for  a group  of  teachers  from 
Brazil. 

Dr.  Linda  Wolf,  retired  director 
of  Wartburg  international  student 
programs,  organized  the  program 
and  hosted  the  visit.  The  group 
visited  sites  throughout  Iowa  and 
the  Midwest. 

“The  American  Language  and 
Culture  Program  offered  a broad 
range  of  experiences  in  which 
participants  used  American  English 
language  every  day,”  Wolf  said. 

“Most  mornings  included  class 

together,  while  afternoons  offered  special  tours  or  activities, 
followed  by  group  processing  and  preparations  for  the  next 
day.” 

Each  day’s  session  included  personal  journal  writing  time. 
There  were  also  opportunities  for  individual  experiences  for 
participants  to  use  their  English  language  skills  in  varied 
settings. 

“The  emphasis  was  on  gaining  confidence  in  the  American 
English  language  usage,”  Wolf  explained. 


School  teachers  from  Brazil  lived  in  residency  on  the  Wartburg  campus  last  summer  as  they  studied 
American  language  and  culture. 


To  that  end,  participants  had  one-on-one  sessions  with 
Wartburg  faculty  and  staff  and  members  of  the  community, 
where  they  practiced  their  conversational  language  skills.  In 
addition,  the  group  visited  the  organic  farm  of  Drs.  Tammy 
and  Robert  Faux  and  the  dairy  farm  of  Kathy  and  Roger 
Traetow. 

Other  group  field  trips  included  John  Deere  Co.  in 
Waterloo,  Iowa;  the  Amana  Colonies  near  the  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa;  and  trips  to  the  Mississippi  River,  Chicago  and 
Minneapolis. 


Wartburg  makes  strides  in  diversity  enrollment 


Wartburg  more  than  doubled  the 
number  of  students  of  color  in  the  first- 
year  class  as  part  of  its  2006-07 
enrollment  effort. 

According  to  Dr.  Edith  Waldstein 
’73,  vice  president  for  enrollment 
management,  approximately  15  percent 
of  this  year’s  first-year  students  represent 
U.S.  students  of  color  and  international 
students.  Campuswide,  these  students 
now  comprise  12  percent  of  the  student 
body. 

“This  is  a positive  step  toward  our 
goal  of  creating  a campus  that  reflects 
U.S.  cultural  diversity  and  provides 
interaction  with  students  from  around 
the  world,”  said  Dr.  Jack  R.  Ohle, 
president.  Ohle  noted  that  because  less 
than  7 percent  of  Iowa’s  population  is 
comprised  of  nonwhite  citizens,  the 
college  has  taken  deliberate  steps  to 


increase  its  diversity  through  targeted 
programs  on  and  off  campus.  As  part  of 
that  effort,  Wartburg  students  are 
studying  abroad  in  1 1 countries  on  five 
continents  this  term. 

After  graduating  the  largest  class  in 
Wartburg’s  history  last  spring,  Waldstein 
said  recruitment  for  2006-07  was  as 
strong  as  ever,  and  the  college  met  its 
goal  for  first-time,  first-year  students. 
Total  enrollment  is  1,769.  Students 
come  from  23  U.S.  states  and  36 
countries. 

“The  academic  quality  of  the  first- 
year  class  remains  high,  with  an  average 
ACT  score  of  24,”  said  Waldstein. 
“Thirty-six  percent  of  incoming 
students  ranked  in  the  top  1 0 percent  of 
their  high  school  class,  and  63  percent 
ranked  in  the  top  quarter.  The  average 
high  school  grade  point  average  among 


these  students  is  3.56.” 

Ohle  said  the  opening  of  the  Science 
Center  in  2004  continues  to  impact 
enrollment  favorably.  A total  of  5 14 
students  are  majoring  in  the  sciences 
and  mathematics,  and  biology  is  now 
the  largest  major,  followed  by  business 
administration,  communication  arts, 
elementary  education  and  music 
education. 

“Wartburg  is  once  again  recognized 
as  Iowa’s  top  comprehensive  college  in 
this  year’s  U.S.  News  & World  Report 
rankings,”  Ohle  added.  “Wartburg  also 
ranks  No.  1 in  Iowa  and  No.  2 in  the 
Midwest  among  comprehensive  colleges 
described  as  great  schools  at  great  prices, 
and  it  is  on  The  Princeton  Review’s  2007 
list  of  Best  Midwestern  Colleges.” 
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Choir  performs  with 
Czech  National  Symphony

The  Wartburg  Choir  was  invited  to  perform 
in  Prague  with  the  Czech  National  Symphony 
Orchestra.  Renowned  opera  star  Dr.  Simon 
Estes  joined  the  choir  and  symphony  for  the 
mid-December  performances. 

While  in  Europe,  the  choir  also  performed 
Dec.  21  at  St.  George’s  Church  in  Eisenach, 
Germany. 

The  invitation  to  perform  was  extended  by 
Maestro  Paul  Freeman,  CNSO  music  director  and 
chief  conductor,  after  he  attended  the  choir’s  April 
2006  performance  with  Estes  at  Chicago’s 
Orchestra  Hall. 

Dr.  Paul  Torkelson  ’76,  professor  of  music, 
directs  the  Wartburg  Choir.  “We  were  deeply 
honored  to  receive  the  invitation  to  perform  with 
the  Czech  National  Symphony  and  Maestro 
Freeman.  It  will  provide  the  choir  an  unforgettable 
Christmas  musical  experience.” 

The  Wartburg  Choir  performed  two  concerts 
in  Prague,  including  the  CNSO  Christmas  concert 
and  a performance  at  the  Rudolfinum.  The 
program  included  Antonin  Dvorak’s  Te  Deum  and 


a selection  of  Christmas  carols  sung  in  English. 

Estes  performed  solo  works  with  the  symphony  and 
joined  the  choir  for  some  of  its  selections. 

In  January  1996,  Freeman,  a celebrated 
American  conductor  and  founding  music  director 
of  the  Chicago  Sinfonietta,  was  appointed  music 
director  and  chief  conductor.  Freeman  retains  both 
positions  simultaneously. 

Under  Freeman’s  leadership,  the  CNSO  has 
grown  in  distinction  and  produced  more  than  80 
CDs.  A recent  article  in  the  international  edition  of 
Newsweek  states  that  “before  Maestro  Freeman’s 
arrival  the  CNSO  was  quietly  respectable.  Today  it 
is  groundbreaking.” 

Born  in  Richmond,  Va.,  Freeman  is  considered 
one  of  America’s  leading  conductors.  He  has 
conducted  more  than  1 00  orchestras  in  over  30 
countries,  such  as  the  New  York  Philharmonic,  the 
Cleveland  Orchestra  and  the  Chicago  Symphony. 

In  a recent  issue  of  Fanfare  Magazine  Freeman  was 
proclaimed  “one  of  the  finest  conductors  which  our 
nation  has  produced.”

Doug  Hall  ’93,  head  men’s  basketball 
coach  at  Southwestern  College  in  Winfield, 
Kan.,  received  the  2006  John  Kurtt  Alumni 
Coach  of  the  Year  Award. 

Last  year,  Hall  led  the  Southwestern 
Moundbuilders  to  the  overall  conference  and 
conference  tournament  championships. 
Southwestern  ended  the  season  with  a first- 
round  loss  at  the  NAIA  Division  II  national 
tournament.  The  28  wins  marked  the  second 
consecutive  season  of  20~or-more  victories 
for  the  program  and  the  most  victories  in 
school  history. 

“This  is  a great  honor  for  me  and  my 
family,”  said  Hall,  now  in  his  sixth  year  at 
Southwestern.

Jessica  Kugler  '07  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  saw  a 
lifetime  of  emotions  cross  her  father's  face 
during  a summer  tour  of  Germany  with  the 
Wartburg  women's  basketball  team. 

She  and  her  parents.  Bill  and  Jackie,  made  a 
trek  to  their  grandfather's  childhood  home  near 
Heidelberg  as  part  of  the  August  trip  led  by 
head  women's  basketball  coach  Bob  Amsberry 
and  the  Rev.  Larry  Trachte  '66,  college  pastor. 

"My  grandfather  talked  a lot  with  my  dad 
about  the  experiences  he  had  in  Germany 
during  World  War  II,"  Kugler  said.  "Although  my 
dad  usually  never  takes  two  straight  weeks  off 
from  his  construction  business,  he  felt  it  was 
important  to  go  over  and  see  where  my 
grandfather  had  spent  part  of  his  life." 

Kugler's  great-grandfather,  Oskar,  was  an 
architect  in  Germany.  During  World  War  II,  he 
lived  much  of  his  life  on  the  run  to  avoid  the 
Nazis,  who  sought  young  professionals  as 
potential  officers. 

"He  had  to  flee  to  several  other  countries 
during  the  war,"  Kugler  said.  Her  grandfather, 
also  named  Oskar,  experienced  the  tribulations 
of  the  war  and  the  subsequent  division  of 
Germany  before  emigrating  to  the  United 
States  and  sharing  these  experiences  with 
his  son. 

The  Kuglers  trip  was  to  a peaceful  and  reunited 
Germany.  "It  was  great  for  (my  father),"  Kugler 
said.  "Our  group  would  always  be  looking 
behind  us,  because  Dad  would  be  talking  with 
a native  in  German.  He  really  wanted  this  to  be 
special,  and,  by  the  look  on  his  face,  it  was." 
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McCullough  introduces  3-sport  challenge  to  campus

Dr.  David  McCullough’s 
tri-athlete  career  started  in 
Texas  as  a way  to  keep  up 
with  his  wife,  Janet. 

“She  had  been  a tri- 
athlete for  several  years, 
competing  at  the 
international  level  several 
times,  before  we  met  during 
my  postdoctoral  work  in 
Galveston,”  explained 
McCullough,  who  joined  the 
Wartburg  biology  faculty  in 
1998. 

As  a result,  the  former 
high  school  and  college 
runner  and  University  of 
Dallas  national  cross  country 
qualifier  decided  to  add  two 
more  sports  to  his  repertoire. 

“It  was  tough  early  on  to 
add  cross  training  in 
swimming  and  biking  to  my 
running  regimen,”  he  said. 
“However,  it  actually  helped 
me  alleviate  some  chronic 
running  injuries,  since  I was 
regularly  alternating  betv/een 
muscle  groups  during  the 
course  of  a week.” 

Tri -athletes  have  several 
options  in  competitio.n.  The 
sprint  event  typically  features 
a IK  swim,  24K  bike  ride 
and  5K  run. 

From  that  point, 
distances  increase  markedly. 
The  Olympic  event  requires 
a 1.5K  sv/im,  40K  bike  ride 
and  lOK  run.  The  long- 
course  half-Ironman  and 
Ironm.an  events  range  up  to 
2-.miIe  swims,  112~mile  bike 
rides  and  full  marathon  runs 
(26.2  miles). 

“Triathalons  are 
becoming  more  popular,” 
McCullough  said.  “Ironman 
Hawaii,  which  is  the  world 
standard  of  the  sport,  has  a

cutoff  of  2,000  entrants  but 
usually  gets  almost  five  times 
that  many  applicants.” 

McCullough  said  the 
challenge  is  the  allure.  “You 
say  to  yourself  ‘I  can  do  one 
or  two  things  well  and 
maybe,  if  I’m  lucky,  not  sink 
to  the  bottom  in  the  swim’ 
and  then  find  yourself  giving 
it  a chance.  In  itself, 
finishing  is  a goal  for  many 
triathletes.” 

McCullough  says 
triathalons  are  also  more 
popular  on  campus,  and 


several  students  through  the 
years  have  become  involved. 

His  colleague, 

Dr.  Stephanie  Toering, 
assistant  professor  of  biology, 
is  a triathlete.  Current  track 
and  field  athletes  BrieAnn 
Reedy  ’07  of  Emmetsburg, 
Iowa,  and  Megan  Rernpe  ’07 
of  Spencer,  Iowa,  also 
compete. 

“I  talk  to  students  about 
the  positives  of  cross  training 
and  leave  it  up  to  them  to 
take  advantage  of  it,” 
McCullough  said.  “There 
have  even  been  attempts  at 
forming  a triathlete  club.” 

Recently,  McCullough 
has  concentrated  on 
biathalon  competition,  in 
which  athletes  run,  bike  and 
run  again,  as  a way  of 
preparing  for  his  next 
tfiathalon. 

“Biathalons  are  good  for 
me,”  he  said.  “Biking  and 
running  are  two  things  I 
do  well.”

Albers  honored  at  Johnson 
Institute  Founders  Dinner 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  Albers  ’62, 
of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  received  the  Irene 
and  Wheelock  Whitney  Award  in 
October. 

The  award  honors  a person  who 
has  participated  in  “Advancing  the 
Understanding  of  Faith  and  Science 
in  Addiction,  Prevention  and 
Recovery.”  Albers  is  a noted 
seminary  professor,  author,  lecturer 
and  pastor. 

Surrounded  by  his  wife,  children, 
grandchildren,  extended  family, 
peers  from  the  Luther  Seminary  and 
students,  Albers  made  special  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  his  son,  who  was 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident 
eight  years  ago. 

“Recovery  is  discovery  of  new 
life,  an  experience  of  grace  in  action,” 
Albers  said.  “We  can  never  rest  on 
our  laurels;  rather  we  are  inspired  by 
what  has  transpired  thus  far.  In 
marking  progress  on  the  path,  we  are 
concomitantly  energized  for  the 
challenge  that  lies  ahead.  Recovery 
requires  a multifaceted  and  multi- 
disciplinary effort  because  of  the 
nature  of  addiction.  For  those  of  us 
who  are  privileged  to  be  a part  of  this 
continuing  effort,  we  are  both 
grateful  and  humbled  to  each  play 
our  part  in  this  effort  as  long  as  there 
is  still  one  person  and  one  family 
suffering  the  deleterious  effects  of  the 
illness.  The  celebration  of  healing 
and  health  is  always  appropriate, 
particularly  if  it  gives  rise  to  renewed 
efforts  to  fulfill  the  vision  and  the 
mission  that  lay  before  us.”

Alumnus  receives  Commission 
of  Persons  with  Disabilities  Award 


Dr.  Robert  Stensrud  74  of 
Des  Moines,  Iowa,  received  the 
Governor’s  Award  from  the  Iowa 
Commission  of  Persons  with 
Disabilities. 

The  Governor’s  Award  is  the 
state’s  highest  honor  given  to  the 
Iowan  with  a disability  who  has 
done  the  most  to  enhance  the 
empowerment  and  employment  of 
individuals  with  disabilities. 

Stensrud  was  recognized  at  an 
Oct.  6 ceremony  for  his 
“outstanding  achievements  in  the 
world  of  work  and  significant 
contributions  that  increase  public 
awareness  of  lowans  with 
disabilities.” 

An  associate  professor  at 
Drake  University  in  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  Stensrud  has  taught 
rehabilitation  classes  there  for 
more  than  15  years.  He  has 
worked  as  a rehabilitation 
counselor  and  as  a manager  in  a 
community-based  counseling 
center.  He  was  on  the  faculty  of 
St.  Louis  University’s  Hospital 
Administration  program  where  he 
developed  and  managed  the 
Executive  Performance  Lab,  an 
executive  assessment  center  and 
organizational  consulting  practice. 

In  nominating  him,  Stenrud’s 
former  students  wrote: 

“Dr.  Stensrud  is  the  kind  of  man 
who  will  not  be  thrilled  to  receive 
this  award.
